Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 74-84 and 86-98 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1-73 and 85 have been canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior art 
does not disclose a detector configured to record an image of a buyer associated with the hand- 
held mobile buyer unit; and a communicator configured to send the image of the buyer and a first 
transaction message to a controller via a network, wherein the controller comprises a visual 
analyzer module configured to recognize the image of the buyer recorded by the detector by 
comparing the image of the buyer to a stored image of the buyer using at least one of neural- 
based software or adaptive learning software, and wherein the communicator is further 
configured to select a fixed vendor in response to the first transaction message and send at least a 
portion of the first transaction message to the fixed vendor in response to the visual analyzer 
module recognizing the image of the buyer.
